PRINCIPAL’S / SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT
COUNCIL REPORT

Manning Elementary School adopted the theme "Excellence Without Excuse" and it is
our goal to assist our students in achieving excellence. Manning Elementary School
serves 851 students in grades 4-6 with 68.2% Black, 29.9% White, and 1.9% other
ethnic origin. 65% of our students receive free lunch and 6.5% receive reduced

lunch. We have a certified teaching staff of 52 with 44% of them holding a

Master's degree or above. During the 2000-2001 school year, Manning Elementary was
restructured to house grades 4-6. Teachers and students have taken advantage of
many programs and activities to improve achievement. Continued teacher training in
4-block, 3-Block Math, a Fast Forward Computer Lab, the addition of a district

reading coach, and Foss Kit Workshops for science were offered to enhance teaching
practices. The purchase of many math and science manipulatives for use by teachers
provided standards driven classroom experiences. Each room is equipped with
computers and Internet access. The media center has a mini-computer lab with
networked reading software. We offer Character Education, Service Learning programs,
and a Drug Awareness Program (DARE). Manning Elementary School has the
distinction of being an Exemplary Writing School for the past two years. At Manning
Elementary School, we believe that "every child is born with the ability to achieve" as we
strive toward "Excellence Without Excuse".
